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FOCUS 


A  new  program  got  off  the  ground  this  year  after 
being  piloted  for  a  small  group  of  students  second 
semester  last  year.  Called  FOCUS,  the  program  was 
designed  to  provide  greater  academic  and  personal  sup¬ 
port  to  students  who  requested  it. 

Over  fifty  students  in  all  four  grades  participated  in 
the  first  year  of  the  program.  The  only  way  to  get  in  was 
to  ask.  Parent  approval  was  required.  Some  students 
took  as  many  as  four  FOCUS  classes,  which  were  kept 
to  a  small  size  to  allow  more  individual  attention.  Other 
students  took  only  one  FOCUS  class  and  the  rest  of 
their  classes  from  the  regular  curriculum,  depending 
upon  their  individual  academic  needs. 

Each  day  began  with  an  extended  homeroom  or 
"advisory”  period  where  students  could  touch  base  with 
their  teacher,  advisor,  do  homework,  or  set  some  goals 
for  the  day.  Several  students  worked  in  the  program's 
vocational  food  service  program,  serving  lunch  offer¬ 
ings  to  teachers  and  staff  members  in  the  revamped 
kitchen  formerly  used  by  the  home  ec  department. 
Students  learned  conflict  resolution  skills,  practiced 
them,  and  put  them  to  use.  They  used  the  Enrichment 
Room  to  pursue  their  own  interests,  including  playing 
chess,  producing  videos,  writing,  and  drawing.  Enrich¬ 
ment  activities  available  to  program  participants  ranged 
from  fencing  to  film  appreciation. 

At  the  center  of  the  program  was  a  staff  member, 
Adjustment  Counselor  Peter  Concannon.  Pete  helped 
students  get  into  the  program  if  they  wanted  to  and 
worked  individually  with  them  to  help  them  succeed. 
When  he  wasn't  counseling  or  teaching,  he  ran  the 
restaurant  operation  and  taught  parenting  classes  at 
night.  Ffe  helped  staff  and  students  outside  of  FOCUS 
to  learn  how  to  resolve  conflicts  through  mediation 
skills. 

Former  French  teacher  Annice  Kra  also  served  FO¬ 
CUS  students  as  a  classroom  teacher  and  as  a  resource 
teacher  in  the  Enrichment  Room.  From  writing  classes 
featuring  interactive  video  to  visiting  a  soup  kitchen  to 
help  homeless  people,  FOCUS  students  learned  lessons 
that  went  far  beyond  the  classroom  with  her  help  and 
guidance. 

FOCUS  students  developed  a  lot  of  pride  in  their  new 
program  and  the  pioneering  kids  who  got  it  off  the 
ground  in  this  first  year  deserve  a  lot  of  credit.  Students 
and  teachers  alike  credit  the  program  with  giving  several 
NAHS  students  a  different  experience  of  school  and  a 
better  chance  for  success.
